Thus any concept of change 
must involve past, present, and future. Task Force Delta's effort, as a 
concept of change, needs the track of time ... the lessons of history, the 
realities of the present, and the dreams and visions of the future. 

A place to think the 
unthinkable. It's the prime place to put our thoughts of the future just 
as we must maintain our perspective of the past and contact with the 
complexities of the present.

Each of you reads or learns of new research 
and new developments in your field ... dreams and visions changing from 
cancept ta achievement. Information science is beginning to replace 
cathode ray tube n umb ers and words with pulsating, multi-colored holograms. 
Sociologists are speaking of new institutions beginning to replace the 
family. Neurophysiologists are unlocking the secrets of controlling the 
hithertofore autonomic nervous system, and biochemists are beginning to 
beget themselves. 

The First Earth Battalion is a place to bring these new developments, 
to contemplate their implications for our Army, to then paint these 
implications green, and to then describe what things look like, how things 
work, and haw things are done in an Army battalion somewhere out ahead of 
us on the track of time.
